LOS ANGELES RIOTS 
ARE DISGRACE AND 
MOST UNFORTUNATE 


The race riots in Los Angeles 
and Chicago are most unfortunate. 
The innocent victims of the acts 
of terror and destruction com- 
mitted there have the sympathy of 
people in all sections of the Nation, 
particularly the South. 


These bloody riots that began 
with demonstrations and erupted 
into violence and mass murder did 
not come without warning. 


For months, accusing fingers 
have been pointed at the South, 
where marches and violence oc- 
curr#d as part of the hysterical 
crusade for more rights. 


Grave warnings were repeatedly 
sounded and predictions were 
made by those who tried to stop 
these riots and marches, that 
other parts of the nation would 
feel the bitter effects of racial 
violence unless some control was 
placed on the irresponsible mobs 
and their leaders who sought more 
rights without regard for the rights 
of others. 


Following were excerpts from & 
speech I made on the Senate floor 
on May 25, 1965: 

“I am not happy to make the
